Claims 1-7, 

Document 1 discloses coatings in which a principal 
constituent is an acid-treated yeast cell wall fraction 
comprising the residue remaining after enzyme treatment of 
yeast and removal of soluble cell contents, followed by 
treatment of the cell residue with an acidic aqueous 
solution and further removal of the soluble constituents. 
Document 2 discloses a method of treatment wherein a yeast 
extract residue is treated with alkali and acid and then 
decoloured with ozone, and also treated with ethanol 
before and after said ozone treatment. Document 3 
discloses a method for treating yeast residue wherein 
treatment of yeast residue with alkali and hydrogen 
peroxide, etc., is followed by acidification. 

The inventions set forth in claims 4-7 differ from 
the invention disclosed in document 1 in that no 
decolouration treatment is performed. However, at the 
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filing date of the present application it was known that 
treated yeast has a peculiar colour and odour , and a 
person skilled in the art could easily conceive of 
applying the art disclosed in documents 2 and 3, which 
disclose methods for decolouration and deodorization 
treatment of yeast, in order to give the treated yeast 
material in document 1 a desirable colour and/or smell. 

The inventions set forth in claims 1-3 are obtained 
by a method described in claim 5, and could thus also be 
deduced easily by a person skilled in the art. 

Therefore, the inventions set forth in claims 1-7 do 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 
1-3 above, cited in the international search report. 
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
